which work, according to the repor 
of the engineering commission, com 
posed of Engineers Randolph, Layto 
and Perkins, will cost millions inor 
than bad been anticipated by stat 
officials. 


The cost of the extra session woul< 


be heavy, though, and it is doubtful i 
the governor will issue a call, evei 
If he thinks immediate legislator 
consideration will solve the big prob 
lent. 


Although the report was filed No 


vember 1, it was not made public unfi 
a few days ago. It was said the cos 
of draining about 7,000,000 acres, in 
eluding a large area of the Kisstm 
mee Valley, would be about $4 pe 
acre, or $28,000,000, with the cost o 
draining the 'Glades proper fixed a 
something like $20,000,000. 'ihe est; 
mated cost of draining varies in di! 
ferent localities 
This cost does no 


cover that of dredging lateral canals 
which burden, it is believed, will b 
placed upon the shoulders of thou 
sands of people who have purchasei 
farm sites in the 'Glades. Even when 
the work of drainage is completed 
many purchasers are expected to b 
unable to bear the expense of dlggin 
laterals. 


Bond Issue Inadequate. 


At the last legislative session 


drainage bond issue of $6,000,000 wa 
provided 
for 
The state, however 


is not held responsible for payment o 
the issue, which is to be made from 
taxes levied on lands in the drainag 
district 
The suggestion was mad 


that a bond issue be submitted to th 
people of Florida, but fear that th 
vote would be adverse caused thi 
plan to be rejected 
Six millions, ac 


cording to the report of the experts 
will not prove a "drop in the bucket,1 
and doubt Is being expressed as t 
the ability of state officials to dispos 
of this issue. In fact, it is understooi 
that the bonds have been rejected by 
more than one financial concern. 


Long Delay Probable. 


The next legislative session will 


held In April and May of 1915. There 
tore, it the regular session Is to 
relied upon a long wait is in prospee 
before the work can be pushed on a 
large scale. State officials and others 
have also expressed the hope thai 
government aid could be secured The 
action of the government, however 
depends upon the passage of the bil 
introduced by Speaker Champ Clark 
now pending in congress, which al 
lows Uncle Sam to advance money on 
drainage projects. Therefore, delay 
seems inevitable along this avenue 
of hope, -with the final result in doubt 


The great problem of drainage 


seems to be no nearer solution than 
it has been in the past, although the 
best drainage engineers of the coun- 
try have declared the project is feas- 
ible The old question of securing the 
needed millions again rises, and Flor- 
idians and Everglades land purchas- 
ers are confronted with the query: 
Where will you get It? 


State Morally Responsible. 


According to the state's contract 


with the large private land dealers, 
Florida is not legally bound to drain 
the Everglades, but merely to spend 
a certain sum in digging drainage 
canals. Thousands of prospective set- 
tlers in other states, however, have 
been given to understand that the 
state is legally bound to drain the 
vast and fertile swamp, as a result of 
which the obligation to drain is moral, 
if not legal. Despite this fact, though, 
there has been so much mismanage- 
ment to the work of draining and sell- 
ing Everglades lands, that It is doubt- 
ful whether the people would vote in 
favor of a large bond issue in case 
the matter was submitted to them 


In the meantime Interest in the 


problem is naurally Increasing, for 
the savings of land purchasers and 
the honor of the'state are Involved.

BENEFITS OF STATE PRIMARY LAW 


By NATHAN P. BRYAN, Sena tor. from Florida, in The Tampa Tribune 


This act has been the subject of : be met by assessments upon the can- 


didates. 
The pamphlet take* place 


of the letters and pamphlets, and 
costs the candidate not to exceed $400 
whereas his expenses heretofore have 
been many times that amount, 


But the candidate will want to be 


sure that his claims to the office he 
seeks reach the voters. How Is this 
to be done. The plan adopted brings 
us to the registration feature of the 
law 


much criticism by the newspapers. 
On the whole I believe that the criti- 
cism has been favorable. The ad- 
verse criticism, it seems to me, had 
been the result of a failure to study 
and comprehend the law. 


The nomination of public officers 


by primary election is in quite gen- 
eral use, and, instead of being re-' 
stricted, is more likely to be extend- 
ed. In 1897, the legislature of Flori 
ida provided for voluntary primaries 
by authorizing the executive commit- 
tee of any political party to pursue 
this method of nomination. The orig- 
inal act has been amended many 
times, but the voluntary feature re- 
mained until the legislature passed 
the act under consideration in 1913 
Now we are to have compulsory pri- 
maries applicable alike to all parties 
casting at the preceding general elec- 
tion as much as 5 per cent of the to- 
tal vote. Our experience has shown 
that primaries heretofore held have 
been expensive; that the penalties 
prescribed for violations of the law 
have been so inadequate as hardly 
to justify a prosecution; and that 
because, usually, a second primary 
has been necessary in order to secure 
nominations by majorities, many vo- 
ters have stayed away from the flrst 
primary 


Manifestly, then, the time was op- 


portune to reduce, if possible, the nec- 
essary expenses, abolish the second 
primary, and to throw further safe- 
guards about the selection of the 
nominees. 
The law of 1913 under- 


takes to reduce expenses in two 
ways: 
(1) 
By providing a plan 


Registration. 


There has been considerable ob- 


only one registration, because all the 
evils w« are trying to remedy would 
re-appear. I apprehend there will be 
very little attempt hereafter to cast 
fraudulent votes and this Is a matter 
I commend to some newspapers which 
have been clamoring for honest elec- 
tions. 


Some have objected to the law be- 


cause it is long, and is made up In 
large part of requirements as to mat- 
ters of detail. It would be just as 
reasonable to refuse to wear 'a watch 
because its mechanism Is complicat- 


jection to the requirement for regis-jeai as to object to an election law 
tration before each primary. If we | UDOn that ground. Any voter who can 
have the registration this enormous 
expense can be saved, but. without it, 
it seems to be impossible, because, in 
the flrst place, voters are not all liv- 
ing today where they were when they 
registered, some of them many years 
ago. Again, there is no occasion for 
a democratic voter to send literature 
to a republican voter, for example. 
There is another reason for requiring 
biennial registration. If we are to 
maintain a system of primary nomin- 
ations, we ought to do so honestly. 


One of the grounds upon which ob- 


jection is made is that it will be ex- 
pensive to register voters every two 
years. As the bill was originally 
drawn, it would have been no more 
expensive under this law than it has 
| always been; but, even as amended, 
the expense need not be great. 


It has been suggested also that it 


is, too much trouble to the voter to 
register so often. 
In the flrst place, 


every patriotic voter ought to be will- 
ing to undergo a slight inconvenience 
in order to insure the purity of the 
ballot, and to give a candidate in 


whereby candidates can reach the I moderate financial circumstances an 
voters without the necessity of writ- 
ing a letter to each voter and sending 
to each voter a platform of literature 
designed to influence him in favor of 
the candidate sending it out. 
(2) 


By rendering unnecessary additional 
campaign expenses after the voters 
have had an opportunity to vote. 


Cost of Literature. 


In several of our campaigns per- 


sonal letters and pamphlets bearing 
two cent stamps have been sent to 
every voter appearing upon the reg- 
istration lists. When one candidate 
does this the other candidates feel 
that It is necessary for them also. 
Then the newspaper advertisements 
lave been considerable. 
A very con- 


servative estimate of the cost of mati- 
ng the letters, pamphlets and doing 
a moderate amount of newspaper ad- 
vertising for a state office, under the 
old plan in vogue heretofore, is J10,- 
000 and the campaign between the 
flrst and second primaries have added 
o this expense very largely, espec- 
ally in newspaper advertising. There- 
ore, there was incorporated in chap- 
er 6469, passed by the last legisla- 
ure two provisions: (1) Eliminating 
he second primary and substituting 
n its place second choice or prefer- 
ntial voting; and (2) providing for 
a pamphlet to be published under the 
upervision of the secretary of state 
and mailed to each voter of the party 
o which the candidate belongs. The, 
ost of this pamphlet is intended to 


opportunity equal to that enjoyed by 
a candidate of ample means. 
But If 


we count only the time, the voter u ill 
not be called upon to devote more of 
it under this act than heretofore 
It 


is no more trouble to register than it 
is to vote. If we use the old registra- 
tion books, a voter will remain regis- 
tered until the county commissioners 
find out he is either dead or has 
moved away. This system has en- 
abled men to vote under the names 
of other men; to live in one place and 
vote in another, and even to live in 
one county and vote in another, or 
both counties. It was easy enough 
for a person who had no right to vote 
to personate a qualified voter, before 
this law was passed. All such a per- 
son had to do was to vote under the 
name of some one else who appeared 
upon the registration books to be 
qualified unless the inspectors or 
some bystander knew he was not the 
person he pretended to be; and even 
then if he said he was such a person, 
there might be doubt about it. But. 
under this law, when a person offer- 
Ing to vote is challenged, he is re- 
quired to acquaint the Inspectors with 
his party affiliation, his occupation, 
his age, the state in which he was 
bom, and, in addition, sign his name. 
Now, no man could do all these things 
fraudulently without being caught, 
and if he does them and is caught, he 
is subject to the pains and penalties 


read print can vote the ballot with- 
out difficulty, and the marking of the 
ballot 18 all the voter as such has 
ever had to do. 


The Primary Ballot. 


Not one man in a thousand in Flor- 


ida today Is famltyar with detailed 
provisions of our general election 


law, and yet no voter has any trouble 
with the ballot. The ballot provided 
for primary elections is as easily un- 
derstood as the ballot provided for 
general elections. In fact, it is sim- 
pler. The objections 
which have 


been urged to the method of counting 
the ballots and ascertaining the re- 
sults required by this law would never 
have been published, if those respon- 
sible for them had taken the trouble 
to get their facts straight. 


It has been seriously urged that if 


a voter availed himself of the privi- 
lege and right of voting his second 
choice, he would be injuring the 
chances of his flrst choice candidate. 
Of course that is not the fact

first choice candidate can be made to 
suner by reason of the fact that a 
second choice is also expressed. It 
is only in event that a voter's flrst 
choice candidate fails to 
receive 


either the greatest or the next great- 
est number of first choice votes that 
it becomes at all material to consider 
the second choice votes cast for his 
opponents. 


The secretary of state, acting under 


authority of a house resolution, has 
compiled the laws of Florida relating 
to general elections and primary elec- 
tions, and has attached forms of tally 
sheets, which will be used by Inspec- 
tors, who will also be furnished with 
other necessary forms. It has been 
made possible by requirement of fre-

PBNSACOLA, Dec. 30.—Two bank 


abscoiiders are supposed to be on the 
American schooner Doris, which is on 
the voyage to Pensacola, according 
to information received here from Ha- 
vana. The men, two employes of the 
Havana branch of the Royal Bank of 
Canada, disappeared from there a few 
days ago with $60,000 of the bank's 
money, and shortly after their disap- 
pearance they were traced to the Ha- 
vana water front.

for the United States, but these ves- 
sels have reached their destination 
and the men not found.

PROBABLE BECAUSE OF EVER- 


GLADES REPORT. 


TALLAHASSEE, Dee. 29.—Political 


wiseacres art predicting that Gover- 
nor Park Trammell may call an extra 
legislative session in the hope ot pro- 
viding funds -with which to continue 
the drainage of the 
Everglades, 


•which work, according to the report 
of the engineering commission, com- 
posed of Engineers Randolph, Lay-ton 
and Perkins, will cost millions more 
than had been anticipated by state 
officials. 


The cost of the extra session would 


be heavy, though, and it is doubtful if 
the governor will issue a call, even 
if he thinks immediate legislative 
consideration will solve the big prob- 
lem. 


Although the report was filed No- 


vember 1, it was not made public until 
a few days ago. It was said the cost 
of draining about 7,000,000 acres, in- 
cluding a large area of the Kisstm- 
mee Valley, would be about $4 per 
acre, or $28,000,000, with the cost of 
draining the 'Glades proper fixed at 
something like $20,000,000. 'ihe esti- 
mated cost of draining varies in dif- 
ferent localities 
This cost does not 


cover that of dredging lateral canals, 
which burden, it is believed, will be 
placed upon the shoulders of thou- 
sands of people who have purchased 
farm sites in the 'Glades. Even when 
the work of drainage is completed, 
many purchasers are expected to be 
unable to bear the expense of digging 
laterals. 


Bond Issue Inadequate. 


At the last legislative session 


drainage bond issue of $6,000,000 was 
provided 
for 
The state, however, 


is not held responsible for payment of 
the issue, which is to be made from 
taxes levied on lands in the drainage 
district 
The suggestion was made 


that a bond issue be submitted to the 
people of Florida, but fear that the 
vote would be adverse caused this 
plan to be rejected 
Six millions, ac- 


cording to the report of the experts, 
will not prove a "drop in the bucket," 
and doubt is being expressed as to 
the ability of state officials to dispose 
of this issue. In {act, it is understood 
that the bonds have been rejected by 
more than one financial concern. 


Long Delay Probable. 


The next legislative session will be 


held in April and May of 1916. There- 
fore, it the regular session is to be 
relied upon a long wait is in prospect 
before the work can be pushed on a 
large scale. State officials and others 
have also expressed the hope that 
government aid could be secured The 
action of the government, however, 
depends upon the passage of the bill 
introduced by Speaker Champ Clark, 
now pending in congress, which al- 
lows Uncle Sam to advance money on 
drainage projects. Therefore, delay 
seems inevitable along this avenue 
of hope, with the final result in doubt 


The great problem of drainage 


seems to be no nearer solution 
it has been in the past, although the 
best drainage engineers of the coun- 
try have declared the project is feas- 
ible The old question of securing the 
needed millions again rises, and Flor- 
idians and Everglades land purchas- 
ers are confronted with the query: 
Where will you get it? 


State Morally Responsible. 


According to the state's contract 


with the large private land dealers, 
Florida is not legally bound to drain 
the Everglades, but merely to spend 
a certain sum in digging drainage 
canals. Thousands ot prospective set- 
tlers in other states, however, have 
been given to understand that the 
state is legally bound to drain the 
vast and fertile swamp, as a result ot 
which the obligation to drain is moral, 
If not legal. Despite this fact, though, 
there has been so much mismanage- 
ment to the work of draining and sell- 
ing Everglades lands, that It is doubt- 
ful whether the people would vote in 
favor of a large bond issue in case 
the matter was submitted to them. 


In the meantime Interest In the 


problem is naurally increasing, for 
the savings ot land purchasers and 
the honor ot the'state are involved,

BENEFITS OF STATE PRIMARY LAW 


By NATHAN P. BRYAN, Sena tor. from Florida, in The Temp* Tribune 


This act has been the subject of 


much criticism by the newspapers. 
On the whole I believe that the criti- 
cism has been favorable. The ad- 
verse criticism, it seems to me, had 
been the result of a failure to study 
and comprehend the law. 


The nomination of public ofBcers 


by primary election Is in quite gen- 
eral use, and, Instead of being re-' 
stricted, is more likely to be extend- 
ed. In 1897, the legislature of Flori 
ida provided for voluntary primaries 
by authorizing the executive commit- 
tee of any political party to pursue 
this method of nomination. The orig- 
inal act has been amended many 
times, but the voluntary feature re- 
mained until the legislature passed 
;he act under consideration in 1913 
Now we are to have compulsory pri- 
maries applicable alike to all parties 
casting at the preceding general elec- 
tion as much as 5 per cent of the to- 
tal vote. Our experience has shown 
that primaries heretofore held have 
been expensive; that the penalties 
prescribed for violations of the law 
have been so inadequate as hardly 
to justify a prosecution; and that 
because, usually, a second primary 
has been necessary in order to secure 
nominations by majorities, many vo- 
ters have stayed away from the first 
primary 


Manifestly, then, the time was op- 


portune to reduce, if possible, the nec- 
essary expenses, abolish the second 
primary, and to throw further safe- 
guards about the selection of the 
nominees. 
The law of 1913 under- 


takes to reduce expenses in two 
ways: 
(1) 
By providing a plan 


whereby candidates can reach the 
voters without the necessity ot writ- 
ing a letter to each voter and sending 
to each voter a platform of literature 
designed to influence him in favor of 
the candidate sending it out. 
(2) 


By rendering unnecessary additional 
campaign expenses after the voters 
have had an opportunity to vote. 


Cost of Literature. 


In several of our campaigns per- 


sonal letters and pamphlets bearing 
two cent stamps have been sent to 
every voter appearing upon the reg- 
istration lists. When one candidate 
does this the other candidates feel 
that it is necessary for them also. 
Then the newspaper advertisements 
have been considerable. 
A very con- 


servative estimate of the cost of mail- 
ing the letters, pamphlets and doing 
a moderate amount of newspaper ad- 
vertising for a state office, under the 
old plan in vogue heretofore, is $10,- 
000 and the campaign between the 
first and second primaries have added 
to this expense very largely, espec- 
ially in newspaper advertising. There- 
fore, there was incorporated in chap- 
ter 6469, passed by the last legisla- 
ture two provisions: (1) Eliminating 
the second primary and substituting 
in its place second choice or prefer- 
ntial voting; and (2) providing for 
a pamphlet to be published under the 
supervision of the secretary of state 
and mailed to each voter of the party 
to which the candidate belongs. The 
cost of this pamphlet is intended to 


be met by assessments upon the can- 
didates. 
The pamphlet takes place 


of the letters and pamphlet!, and 
costs the candidate not to exceed $400 
whereas his expenses heretofore have 
been many tunes that amount. 


But the candidate will want to be 


sure that his claims to the office he 
seeks reach the voters. How Is this 
to be done. The plan adopted brings 
us to the registration feature ot the 
law. 


Registration. 


There has been considerable ob- 


jection to the requirement for regis- 
tration before each primary. If we 
have the registration this enormous 
expense can be saved, but. without it, 
it seems to be impossible, because, in 
the first place, voters are not all liv- 
ing today where they were when they 
registered, some of them many years 
ago. Again, there is no occasion for 
a democratic voter to send literature 
to a republican voter, for example. 
There is another reason for requiring 
biennial registration. If we are to 
maintain a system of primary nomin- 
ations, we ought to do so honestly. 


One of the grounds upon which ob- 


jection is made is that it will be ex- 
pensive to register voters every two 
years. As the bill was originally 
drawn, it would have been no more 
expensive under this law than it has 
always been; but, even as amended, 
the expense need not be great. 


It has been suggested also that it 


19 too much trouble to the voter to 
register so often. 
In the first place, 


every patriotic voter ought to be will- 
ing to undergo a slight inconvenience 
in order to insure the purity of the 
ballot, and to give a candidate in 
moderate financial circumstances an 
opportunity equal to that enjoyed by 
a candidate of ample means. 
But if 


we count only the time, the voter u ill 
not be called upon to devote more of 
it under this act than heretofore 
It 


is no more trouble to register than it 
is to vote. If we use the old registra- 
tion books, a voter will remain regis- 
tered until the county commissioners 
find out he is either dead or has 
moved away. This system has en- 
abled men to vote under the names 
of other men; to live in one place and 
vote in another, and even to live in 
one county and vote in another, or 
both counties. It was easy enough 
for a person who had no right to vote 
to personate a qualified voter, before 
this law was passed. All such a per- 
son had to do was to vote under the 
name of some one else who appeared 
upon the registration books to be 
qualified unless the inspectors or 
some bystander knew he was not the 
person he pretended to be; and even 
then if he said he was such a person, 
there might be doubt about it. But 
under this law, when a person offer- 
Ing to vote is challenged, he is re- 
quired to acquaint the Inspectors with 
his party affiliation, his occupation, 
his age, the state in which he was 
born, and, in addition, sign his name. 
Now, no man could do all these things 
fraudulently without being caught, 
and if he does them and is caught, he 
is subject to the pains and penalties 
of perjury. It would not do to have 


only one registration, because all the 
evils we are trying to remedy would 
re-appear. I apprehend there will be 
very little attempt hereafter to cast 
fraudulent votes and this Is a matter 
I commend to some newspapers which 
have been clamoring for honest elec- 
tions. 


Some have objected to the law be- 


cause it Is long, and is made up In 
large part of requirements as to mat- 
ters ot detail. It would be just as 
reasonable to refuse to wear 'a watch 
because its mechanism is complicat- 
ed, as to object to an election law 
upon that ground. Any voter who can 
read print can vote the ballot with- 
out Difficulty, and the marking of the 
ballot Is all the voter as such has 
ever had to do. 


The Primary Ballot. 


Not one man In a thousand hi Flor- 


ida today is familiar with detailed 
provisions of our general election 


law, and yet no voter has any trouble 
with the ballot. The ballot provided 
for primary elections is as easily un- 
derstood as the ballot provided for 
general elections. In fact, it is sim- 
pler. The objections 
which have 


been urged to the method of counting 
the ballots and ascertaining the re- 
sults required by this law would never 
have been published, if those respon 
sible for them had taken the trouble 
to get their facts straight. 


It has been seriously urged that if 


a voter availed himself of the privi- 
lege and right of voting his second 
choice, he would be injuring the 
chances of his first choice candidate. 
Of course that is not the fact 
No 


first choice candidate can be made to 
suner by reason of the fact that a 
second choice is also expressed. It 
is only in event that a voter's first 
choice candidate fails to 
receive 


either the greatest or the next great- 
est number of first choice votes that 
it becomes at all material to consider 
the second choice votes cast for his 
opponents. 


The secretary of state, acting under 


authority of a house resolution, has 
compiled the laws of Florida relating 
to general elections and primary elec- 
tions, and has attached forms ot tally 
sheets, which will be used by Inspec- 
tors, who will also be furnished with 
other necessary forms. It has been 
made possible by requirement of fre- 
quent registrations to prevent voters 
of one party froui participating in the 
primary elections held by a different 
party. 
, 


Candidates and voters alike ought 


to be able to feel that only voters ot 
that party will be allowed to partici- 
pate in nomination of its officers; that 
it Is not necessary to spend a fortune 
in order that people may express 
their choice for their public officials; 
and, above all, that the ballot shall 
be honestly cast and 
accurately 


counted. 


I claim for this law that It accom- 


plishes those results as fully as a 
mere statute can secure • them. Ot 
course, like all laws it has to depend 
upon the integrity of those who ad- 
minister It, and upon public senti- 
ment which I confidently believe will 
sustain it.

PBNSACOLA, Dec. 30.—Two bank

400,000 and a reserve of $13,500,000.
